Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-19 and 21-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to both independent claims 15 (and its dependants) and 45, 
applicant's arguments presented on 4 May 2010 provide a basis for allowability over the 
cited prior art. The contention that it would be inherent that a similar product will have 
the same water uptake does not hold true in the instant case as Chevallier clearly points 
as shown by applicant on page 4 of their remarks that Chevallier will have a water 
uptake of greater than 7%, not less than 6. Accordingly claims 15 and 45 are allowable 
over Chevallier and since it was the closest reference found, allowable over the cited 
prior art of record (either taken alone or in combination).
